SEVENTH FORLNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 


Wheat cutting will be fairly gen- 
eral in all sections of the province 
by August 20, according to tele- 
graphic reports received on Friday 
by the Department of Agriculture 
for the seventh fortnightly crop re- 
port of the season, Wheat is filling 
well under the influence of the inter- 
mittent showers and warm weather 
since the last report and early sown 
fields are turning color rapidly. 
Harvesting of fall wheat has started 
in some southern districts and a very 
satisfactory yield is reported, al- 
though this was affected to some 
extent by the unusual drought dur- 
ing the month of May. 

A good deal of the fall rye crop 
is in stook, and a good average yield 
is expected when this is threshed. 
Heavy stands of oats and barley are 
reported, and harvesting of these 
grains will be general during the 
last week in August. 

Limited areas through the central 
and southern parts of the province 
have been visited by damaging hail 
storms during the past ten days but 
the injury to crops from this source 
is considerably less than at the same 
date last year. The 1928 crop has 
been particularly free from the at- 
tacks of insect and disease pests. 

Cutting of early wheat Has com- 
meneed in some districts in the 
Peace River and later crops are re- 
ceiving the benefit of good rains 
which are expected to bring the 
yield of both wheat and coarse 
grains fully up to the average. 

The first cutting of alfalfa is in 
the stack in Southern Alberta and 
the second crop is making rapid 
growth. Sugar beets are recovering 
well from the setback occasioned by 
the excessive rainfall of June and 
are promising a very satisfactory 
yield. Pastures are having an ex- 
ceptionally good season; as a result 
of which livestock is in very good 
condition in all sections of the prov- 
ince.

PROBABLE TEXT: ANGLO- 
FRENCH NAVAL TREATY 
IS NOW DISCLOSED 


Tokio, Aug. 8.—Japanese nieval 
authoritis are reported to Jaaye 
hinted that the recemt Anglo-Fitench 
naval ugreement makes these provis- 
ions: 

‘First, cruisers shail be divided in- 
to two classes, those armed with 
guns over six inches and these with 
guns under six invhes, 

Second, restriction of tke gross 
tonnage of destroyers, the size of 
which must nt exceed 1,800 tons. 

Third, restiction of the gross ton- 
nage of suemarines over six hun- 
dred tons, the size of which must 
not exceed 1,800 tors. 

Fourth, no restrietion to be placed 
on warcraft under 600 tons. 

When asked to confirm the fore- 
cast the official naval spokesman 
stated certain parts were correct 
while others vyere incorrect. As the 
details of the, agreement were con- 
fidential, he eas unable to say which 
were right and which were wrong. 
He intimated, however, that the re- 
striction om the size of submarines 
up to 1,800 tons was incorrect. 

The spokesman stated Japan was 
consider ing the matter and intimated 
that t’1e authorities were in general 
acco’ d with the agreement although 
they thought it doubtful if the 
Uraited States would concur, # 

Expressing his personal opinion, 
the spokesman added the matter 
probably would be referred to the 
League of Nations. Afterwards, he 
thought it was possible that the 
Washington naval treaty powers 
would call another conference to 
consider the points raised.

In making X-Ray pictures of *the| 
medulla, which is the part between | 
he spinal cord and the brain, a spe-| 
cially prepared oil is used instead of 
air, This oil is heavier than the spin- 
al fluid which fills the medullary ca- 
nal, so it flows down, appearing in} 
the picture as a black strip. If there} 
is a tumor in the canal the strip stops 
at the upper edge of the tumor. 

Dr. Ludin is now working with an 
oil lighter than spinal fluid by

Explanations and Comments 


Trouble-Makers From Jerusalem, 
verse 1 Jewish synagogues were 
composed of Jews and proselytes, the 
latter being Gentiles who had receiv- 
ed the Jewish rite of circumcision. 
Other Gentiles who attended the 
synagogue services were cal ed ‘“‘God- 
fearing” or “devout,” but were not in 
“full fellowship” with the rest be- 
cause they had not been circumcised. 
We have seen how Paul and Barna- 


bas preached to the Gentiles and 
founded churches among them at 
Pisidian, Antioch, Lystra, Icontum 


and Derbe on his first missionary 
journey, and how he reported to the 
church at Antioch of Syria, the 
church which had sent them on their 
mission, that “God had opened a door 
of faith unto the Gentiles.” The 
church at Antioch, itself composed 
largely of Gentiles, rejoiced over the 
good news, and did not realize. the 
far-reaching effect of this new depar- 
ture. When the report reached the 


| church at Jerusalem, however, it was 
| not so welcome, 
‘ violent 


In fact, it aroused 
opposition, “Certain mem- 
bers” of that church, upon their own 
responsibility, went from Jerusalem 
to Antioch and declared there that 
must first become Jewish 
proselytes before they could become 
Christians-- must be “circumcised af- 
the custom of Moses” in order to be 
“saved,” 

For their stand there is much to 
be said. The rite had been observed 
since the days of Abraham, and no 
law abrogating it had been voiced. 
Who had authority to declare it un- 
necessary? What right had Paul to 
adopt fis revolutionary procedure 
and say that “Circumcision is noth- 
ing and uncircumcision is nothing?” 
Paul had the right of a_ revelation 
from God, a revelation shown, not by 
vision nor by word of prophet, but by 
results which proved God's will and 
purpose, God had borne the Gentiles 
witness, giving them the Holy Spirit 
even as He did unto the Jews; and he 
had made no distinction between Jews 
and Gentiles, cleansing their hearts 
by faith. God's will is shown in His 
ways with men as well as through 
His words. to men, 

“The Jews of the first century es- 
chew the Gentiles, but we of the 


| twentieth century eschew the Jews.
